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Startling Figures 


It takes an income of $13,004 today to equa! in 


buying power what $5,000 would have provided 20 
years ago. On the basis of present trends 16 years 
from now — in 1975 — it will take an income of $33,- 
240 to provide the same purchasing power. These are 
figures taken from the March Reader's Digest charts 
provided by T. Coleman Andrews, former head of

The charts show that a 510,000 income in 1939 


would today require $30,971 and by 1975 will re- 
quire $92,141 unless present trends are halted or at 
least slowed The $50,000 income in 1939 would to- 
day require 5333,377 and in 16 years it will take 
$535,393 to do the job, if inflation and taxes con- 
tinue on their present trends.

It is 
the wastefulness of the armed forces — the farm sub- 
sidies and wasteful storage of unneeded crops and 
the public building, pension and other programs pro- 
moted by ill-advised, elected officials and pressure 
groups.

Mr. Coleman says the alternative to destruction 


is "Washington must either cut out the waste, get 
down to essentials and balance the budget — or go 
back to deficit spending. It does not appear the gov- 
ernment will balance the budget unless there is a 
grass-roots demand to do so. It is up to the people 
back home to build a fire under their congressmen 
and senators." We would only add to this that the 
same applies to protests to our state assemblymen 
and senators — county supervisors and city council- 
men. It is time for all local groups to join in the pro- 
tests which are starting throughout the nation. —

Saturday and marched into the village of Sair.te Mere Eglise 
in symbolic reenactment on this 15th anniversary of D-Day. 


The American Tag floated in front of the town hall of 


Sair.te Mere E?!ise by 4 JO a n. June 6, 1944. The village 
claims to be the first French 
community liberated by Amer- 
ican troops. 


This time they dropped in 


broad daylight before the ad- 
miring pzze of several thou- 
sand inhabitants of the re- 
gion. They were welcomed at 
the entrance to the village 
with soft drinks instead of 
murderous enemy fire.

Transit Plan Gets 'Off ffie Ground' 


By GEORGE ERES 


Observer* of the Long Beach-Los Angeles metropoli- 


tan area hive shrewdly noted that the local scene has two 
v hipping-boy topics: smog and traffic 


The No. 1 and No. 2 billing is Interchipeab!e. On <Jiys 


when it's clear, somebody usually surfs'* * n-ce ^rig 
ride. He gets into traffic *nd pretty soon he's snarling 
back at the traffic snarl and cursing: "Why the =)4J! 
doesn't somebody do something about a mass rapid transit 
system?" 


The agency charged by the State Legislature with 


establishing a mass rapid transit system for Los Angeles 
County is the Metropolitan Transit Authority. 


An MTA has been in existence since 1951. 
The present MTA has beta functioning a little over 


one year, and the indications are that the operation is 
beginning to "get off the ground." 


This is how MTA came into being:, 
When it became evident that public transportation was 


a rr.or.ey-losir.g business to the Pacific Electric and it 
withdrew solely to frei£ht<arryir.p. the booming areas of 
Sin Fernando Valley ar.d Long Beach and environs de- 
cided somebody better stop talking about mass transit 
and do something about it. 


The Long Beach Chamber of Commerce and the San 


Fernando Valley Chambers, including a firm known as 
Monorail Engineers, got up a kitty and sent Ralph Mer- 
ritt to Sacramento to urpe establishment of a Metropoli- 
tan Transit Authority for Los Angeles County.

LOS ANGELES PRIVATE FIRMS in the transporta- 


tion business were opposed, fearing competition. The 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce didn't believe financ- 
ing for public transportation could be obtained. 


By the time the Metropolitan Transit Authority Act 


cf 1951 was signed by the governor, it had no teeth. 
There were no provisions for financing. The authority was 
limited to construction of a monorail system along the 
river bank between Long Beach and the Valley. 


The five-nun board named to the authority by Gov. 


Warren included two from Long Beach. Fred Dean and 
Lloyd Whiley; two from the Valley ar.d three from Los 
Angeles. (The MTA now has seven members, only or.e 
from Long Beach) 


MTA would have gone out of business but for the 


interest of the Board, of Supervisors, which subsidized 
the group over a period cf four years. With $$00,000 pro- 
vided by the supervisors. MTA contracted for engineer- 
ing studies of mass transportation needs. 


In 1953. Merritt went back to the Legislature for an- 


other try at getting a law that would allow MTA to get 
into business. 


"We were clobbered by the transit lines and the truck- 


Ir.g industry." said Dean, only remaining member cf the 
original authority and acting executive director.

IT MUST HAVE BECOME apparent to MTA by this 


time that the theoretically simple problem of getting a 
rr.ass rapid transit program was being scuttled by the 
firms in the private business of operating a declining 
transit system. 


MTA had tried twice and couldn't lick the L. A. Transit 


Co. and other private lines in the Legislature. 


Negotiations got under way for purchase of the pri- 


vate lines by MTA. and in 1957 MTA again went to the 
Legislature. This time there was no opposition from the 
private lines. The Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce was 
suddenly convinced that private financing could be ob- 
tained by MTA. 


The Legislature passed the measure and MTA had a 


!iw that would let it inove. It was taken from under the 
Public Utilities Commission; it was given the right to 
issue revenue bonds and the right to buy or construct 
any type of transportation system. It was authorized to 
operate anywhere in the county, and today has some 
services in Riverside, Orange and San Bernardino Counties.

THE NEWLY SET UP MTA went into business March 


3, 195S when it sold $4 million in bonds to a New York 
investment banking group. The authority got 97 cents on 
the dollar. 


MTA bought out Los Angeles Transit, Metropolitan 


Coach and Asbury Transportation firms for $33,000,000. 
The figure appeared high to some who remembered that 
just a short period before, all Pacific Electric passenger 
facilities had been sold for around $7 million to a private 
operator. 


MTA spokesmen reply that the answer to the price 


question is in the first year's operation of the authority. 
Income was over $40.000,000. 'Was the $33,000,000— 
based on an appraisal—too rr.uch for a system which 
grossed over $40,000,000 the first year?'1 a spokesman 
asks. 


In the past few months, there has been a rash of criti- 


cism of MTA. 


Some Los Angeles supervisors were caustic about the 


authority. 


Several bi'.ls aimed at the authority were introduced 


in the Legislature this session.

MUCH OF THE CRmCISM scercs to have evaporated 


with the resignation of Ralph Merritt, former executive 
director. It is not now expected that any drastic change 
in the authority's operation will be made by the Legis- 
lature.

The Board of Supervisors, according to Frank Bor.elli, 


chairman, now has r.o criticism of the MTA. 
: 'We are satisfied that the situation is improved and 
that the MTA is now making real progress." he told the 
Independent, Press-Telegram. "We feel especially that 
the situation has been improved with MTA's hiring of 
Max Gilliss as executive director." 


Gilliss, county road superintendent, is not a trans- 


portation man. He is characterized as having great or- 
ganizing ability ar.d the quality of being able to "get 
along with the members of the State Legislature." 


Bor.elli noted that Merritt was a capable man, but 


that he was "havi-.g trouble with some legislators." 


Los Angeles Mayor Norris Poulson and the Los An- 


geles Chamber of Commerce now offer a qualified sup- 
port to MTA. Poulson says the "organization has had 
cany problems, but it has made advances. \Ve are hope- 
ful that it will soon achieve that degree of efficiency that

rail picture has given a boost to monorail because of 
their mass production techniques. 


Lockheed Aircraft, named the prime contractor to 


produce a monorail system for Seattle's Century 21 Ex- 
position next May, offers a "supported type" as contrast- 
ed with a "suspended- system. 


Lockheed's Seattle line will cost $5,000.000 and will 


include three "airtrains." It will run from the city's busi- 
ness area a mile to the Exposition site. The trip will take 
94 seconds, 


Northrop Corp. proposes a monorail system known 


as Gyro-Glide. Its suspended cars have an operating 
speed cf CO m.p.h. on a one-mile stretch and top speed 
of 100 mp.h. Cost would range from $1,000,000 to $2,- 
000.000 a mile. Cars would cost about $100,000 each. 


Dean notes that both surface rail and monorail sys- 


tems have drawbacks. Monorail's drawback is the need 
for expensive loading platforms. 


Drawback to surface cars is that they slow down traf- 


. fie and require costly devices for controlling traffic and 


closing gates at crossings. 


"We dp not now have sufficient engineering data to 


say what is the best possible system for the Long Beach 
to Los Angeles run. But we do know that the basic prob- 
lem is to fet as much traffic off the roads as possible and 
keep the traffic on the roads unimpeded as much as pos- 
sible—that's why I put so much emphasis on monorail," 
said Dean.

GVLIFORNIA'S Senate Elections Committee next 
Tuesday will conduct hearings on a bill th.it has more 
ingles than a prism. 


It is AB 2241, introduced by an old acquaintance 


of Long Beach—Assemblyman Bruce F. Allen of Los 
Gatos. The measure prohibits giving, paying, or re- 
ceiving compensation for gathering signatures on any 
initiative, referendum, or recall petition. 


• The aim of the bill is to put out of business the 
men who make a lucrative thing of placing initiative 
and referundum measures on the state ballot by pay- 
ing petition circulators. Such petition specialists re- 
portedly pay 25 cents to $2 for every- name obtained. 


: ALLEN THINKS ITS a distortion of the demo- 
cratic process when virtually any proposition—no 
matter how unworthy—can be placed on the ballot 
by a sponsor willing to spend $150,000 to $200,000. 
' (The law presently requires 420.462 names to 
place an initiative before the people, or 262.7S9 sig- 
natures for a referendum on an action taken by the 
Legislature.) 
: There's no doubt about it. Assemblyman Allen 
has pat his finger on a weakness of the system. 
\\Tiether he offers the proper solution is another 
question.

AN EXTENSION' OF HIS theory would knock out

Oa the other side, 
it extends to Turkey, 
Greece, Italy, the West of 
Germany and France. la the 
Mediterraneaa t h e r e are 
some big dots that repre- 
sent small specks on the 
vast sea, but there one sees 
the submarines of the fu- 
ture, armed with missiles 
that can travel 1.500 miles 
or more ir.to the territory 
of a possible enemy in the 
North. 


The explanation that ac- 


companied the map is well 
understood ia military cir- 
cles, but the people gen- 
erally do not realize that 
NATO is tied into air bases 
in Spain, North Africa and 
strategic areas in other 
lands and water adjacent to 
Europe. 


How. it might L* asked, 


can anyone get any satis- 
faction out of looking at 


a military map that means 
war? But this.map some- 
how doesn't meaa war. It 
gives assurance that an 
enemy could be deterred 
and war prevented. 


Twice in his lifetime, this 


correspondent has surveyed 
the terrible destruction of 
two world wars. Nobody ia 
his right mind could ever 
want to see war imposed 
again tpon the men. wom- 
en and children of Europe. 


Whatever war comes will 


not be confined to ether 
continents. The destruction 
would reach into the United 
States itself. How much 
would anyone pay to keep 
a war out of America? It is 
worth almost any cost. 
That's why 42 billions is a 
small sum, relatively speak- 
ing, to be spending annually 
for insurance.

tle knowledge (often no 
first-hind reading at all) of 
his interesting theories. 


"Dr. Freud." such people 


pontificate, "believes every- 
thing revolves around sex."

BUT THAT is not true. 


Dr. Freud freely admitted 
that the self-preservatioa 
Instinct was the strongest 
of all It includes demands 
for food, oxygen, water, 
etc. 


But Dr. Freud said in our 


modem society, this basic 
Listir.ct does not cause 
many divorces or nervous 
breakdowns or frustration 
of personality. 


The basic drive or in- 


stinct that upsets most peo- 
ple, reasoned Dr. Freud, is 
the erotic (sexual). 


But it often is taboo and 


so many prudish notions 
have evolved around it, that 
many people try to evade 
consciously facing the facts. 
So they gloss over the "un- 
speakable" with symbols. 


Euphemisms are a similar 


form of sugar-coating bitter 
things. Thus, we find life 
insurance salesmen studi- 
ously avoiding the words 
"die" or "death." 


Instead, they talk about 


our "Joining our forebears'* 
or -Going west" or -Pass- 
ing to our reward," etc. 
• • • • 


DR. FRECD argued that 


our thirVirg tends to focus 
on a basic hunger cr strong 
lasatisfied craving. And 
this is true In our dreams.. 


If we have thus gone 


without food for 24 to 45 
hours, then wouldn't we be 
inclined to dream cf 
Thanksgiving banquets? 


If lost on a desert and 


without water, don't the 
travelers dreaa of cool 
springs and see mirages of 
lakes? 


But when we go to s'eep 


starved ia the erotic realm 
ar.d craving affection.' we 
are likely to dream of that 
which will satisfy our basic 
craving. 


However, If we have beea 


trained morally and even 
censor our waking vocabu- 
lary to avoid lustful Ideas, 
then Dr. Freud thinks we 
tend to use camouflage in 
our dreams to keep from 
shocking our past moral 
habits.

How do you explain to an 8 year-old that II I)jy n as

I> Day began for me on June 5, 1944, after two and 


a half je*« of training, more than 50 practice para- 
chute jump* and five da5s of final briefing at a camp 
in the south of Engbnd, sealed from the world. 


for our bst hot meal-perhaps the only one ue 


would haie for days—some scnius of a mess serscant 
(«ho was probably going to London the next day^ 
d.shccl up greasy pork .hops. When they hit ou'r 
nervous stomachs, they weighed licavkr than all the 
equipment that loaded us do«n. Mine neighed almost 
IOO pounds. It consisted of two parachutes, a rifle. 
three full bandoleers of ammunition, 15 pounds of 
high ciploshe. a pistol, switchblade knife, bayonet, 
fne grrrudej, K rations, maps, a pick and shovel, gas 
mask and a string of dctonatnn caps. 


I was a demolition expert, and those caps were my 


bisscst headache. If they were hit by a stray bullet, I 
would Ixxome a human firecracker. If I put them 
round my waist, they could cut me in two. If I put 
them round my mxk. they misht bl>« my bead off. 
Finally I tied (hem around my anile, figuring if some- 
thing had to p> | could best spare ray left fool. 


Shortly before we tlimbed into our pUnes, Central 


Fiscnhoucr paid a surprise visit to our unit and went 
from man to man to bolster our confidence, lie askrd 
me: 'Do you feel >ou really know your job?'

I n isn't being brave. That was the way we all fell. 


\Vc were all on edge—and you can't slay that nay for 
long without something snapping. 


I was alv> troubled nith a slight but painful frac- 


ture in my rijht anile. The medks had ghen me a 
*ho« of rxnocain to gtt me through the firM few hours 
in France, but I didn't want them to haie second 
thoughts about the injury and pull me out of the oper- 
ation. I wanted to jump with my buddies, the men 1 
Lnew- and trusted. 


At 9 p.zn. we loot off into the darkening twilight, 


22 paratroopers to a plane. After circling for tno 
hours, to gtt into formation, we headed for Frame. 
Whether it was ncnousncss or those pork chops I 
don't Lnow, but most of us doznl. While the pbne 
droned on, I kept wondering how I, a Washington real 
estate clerk, had wound up in this situation. In all the 
years I was growing up, my wildest dreams neier in- 


< luded fljing into France at night to blow up an enemy 


Run emplacement. For that was my job—to knock out 
J German coastal battery rcrocd in on Omaha Beach. 
As it turned out, our bomber* did the job for me. 


Suddenly we got the thrct-minute warning to 


stand up and hook up. It was a relief because we nerc 
flying at -»00 f«« and under hcaiy fire. The tract r 
bullets and shell bursts made a beautiful and deadly 
pattern in the night sky. It was fascinating to watch, 
but terrifying, too. for «e, men trained to fight al el>< 
quarters, now fell helpless to reply. 


Moments later—at 12:47 am.. June 6, 1944—1 


jumped, the fifth man out. In file seconds I was on 
the ground, unbuckling my chute. I thanked my luck) 
stars that it haj norled-I had left my emergency 
chute in the plane. At 400 feet there is no time to 
or*'" •» second chute. 


I was alone in the middle of a French pasture. Now 


I had to End my comrades without first running into 
*ny Germans, for we were right among them. To 
identify ourselves to each other we had been issued 
little tin -crickets'—one clkk was a challenge, two 
clicks a friendly response. What had worried us fur 
cb) s n as whether the Germans knew our cricket code. 


A Click and Certain Death 


Weeks before, a Berlin broadcast had slxxked us 


for it revealed that German intelligence knew our offi ' 
errs were Abating whether we should be ghen gas- 
proof clothes. If they knew this, did they also know 
ak>ut our crickets? If they did, one ilkk could mean 
almost certain death. 


Gingerly, I reached for the trk kit hung around my 


neck. With trembling fingers I sounded one <lkk— 
ami hugged ihe ground. I was more frightened of that 
little tin toy than of all the high eipUi-.e I was car- 
rjing. Then I sighed with relief. Out of the night, 
from about 40 yards away, came tuo answering elk ks. 
I was no longer alone. 


I found my buddy, and for the next few hours, so

'I said a short prayer for those on Omaha Beach' 


under orders not to UK rifles or pbtols that 
Erst night to ai oid shooting each other in the 
confusion—tie knocked out a German anti- 
aircraft gun that was shooting at our com- 
rades still in the air. - 


Tiptoeing around pitch black hedgerows. 


w e kept ducking from ominous, nxn ing shad- 
ows darker thin the night itself. Although the 
weather was warm, we were ice-cold with 
fear—until one of the shadows mooed. We 
felt silly. Here we were, two men armed to 
the teeth, hiding from peaceful COT s. 


Thunder at Dawn 


With the dawn came the thunder of the 


great naval and air bombardment, signaling 
the landings on Ornaha Beach, a few miles 
away. I confess I said a prayer for the men 
who were now storming the heavy German 
fortifications along the coast. It was a very 
short prayer because dawn also brought the 
German snipers out after ui. They seemed to' 
be everywhere. There were four of us now, 
and we chased two snipers behind a hedge- 
row. Feeling sure the odd* were with us, we 
rushed up and spra) cd the hedge w ith bullets. 


Imagine our consternation n hen we f oun J 


there were 28 Germans behind the hedge. 
Those who sunived surrendered to the four 
most startled American soldiers in France. 


That day, DTJay, was a hare of confusion 


and violent action. We were trying to fight 
and find each other and do as much damage 
as we could. On top of everjthing.we had 
language trouble. Hijh school French isn't 
much use in the heat of battle. My old com- 
rades are still laughing about how I rushed 
into a French farmhouse and shouted at the 
old farmer: 


"Me American, where Germans?" The 


equally excited Frenchman pointed across a 
field and shouted, "Eoche! Bother 


I said: To hell with the Eoche, where are 


the Germans?" 


But the climax of D Day really came when 


at last « e w ere able to get out our maps and 
confirm a suspicion that had been steadily 
growing on us. 


We were in France, all right, but in the 


wrong place! Actually I was many miles from 


the gun emplacement I was to blow up. In 
fact, the n hole 101st Airborne Division was 
scattered o\ti the landscape like confetti. 


It hadn't been planned that way, of course, 


but it worked just fine. We were so utterly 
disorganized that the German High Com- 
mand was completely baffled. We were fol- 
lowing no known military tactics—and they 
couldn't comprehend what we were doing. 


Well, that is my story of D-Day as I have 


told it to my 8 year-old daughter. But there 
is another story of that day. which I shall tf 11 
her when she is a little older and can better 
understand its message. 


It concerns the burly paratrooper I found 


as the first light of dawn broke through. He 
w-as badly wounded and lay propped against 
the w reckage of a glider. He was puffing on a 
stubby cigar as he waited patiently to be 
nxned to the overcrowded aid station. 


We talked about many things, but the con- 


versation always returned to his farm in the 
Midwest. He told me about the new tractor 
he wanted to buy, how the barn needed a 
new coat of paint and about a new strain of 
hogs he was going to raise that would be the 
best in the world. 


We talked for about 15 minutes. Then he 


took the <igar butt from his mouth, carefully 
laid it on the ground, closed his eyes and 
said. "Come visit us.' Then he died in that 
French pasture. 


His last thoughts were of the future, a 


future he was willing to die fighting for. He 
had set his goal high, a goal little short of 
perfection. He had ncier reached his goal, 
as many of us never do, but that is im- 
material. Through men Lke him I saw a 
vision that implies the inherent worth of the 
indhidual, and hfs right to live his life using 
the talents that God had given him.

Pointed 
out Mrs. C. E. S<hnei5er, RkhmonJ Annei, Calif.: 
"It's not fair that in some parks a 40O fool ball is a 
homer while in others it's just a long out."

]| ft I N T E R E S T S transatlantic 


cruising started in 1954 when, 


as crew on the 3^foot 
ketch, 


"Oceana," I made a seven month trip 
from England to California. The boat 
was skippered by an experienced sail- 
or, Roy E. Jennings of Long Beach, 
who taught me a great deal about 
blue water sailing. 


After this experience I was eager 


to make the 12.500 mile trip as ir.y 
own navigator and skipper. In the 
"yachts for sale" column of a British 
yachting magazine I saw an ad for a 
38-foot cutter with a nine-foot beam. 
Detailed 
investigations and marine 


surveys proved this to be an ideal 
craft. She was strongly built, planked 
with mahogany. Fast, too, for she 
had won the 1919 Fastnet race in her 
class. 


On May 8. 1937. we new from 


Los Angeles to New York, "we" being 
myself and two crew members, Harry 
Disharoon of Long Beach, who had 
done some sailing in local waters, 
and Gene Pettingill. another local man 
who had had no experience. 
Gene 


wished to make the trip to Tahiti and 
volunteered for the voyage across the 
Atlantic to gain experience. 


AT NEW YORK I purchased 25 


cases of canned foods which we car- 
ried with us on the Greek liner TSS 
New York as our "passenger lug-

After arriving at Southampton, we 


worked for three months to prepare 
our racer for an extended ocean 
cruise. She was a beautiful, seaworthy 
vessel but our plans demanded that 
she be in absolutely perfect condition. 


The westerly gale that dismasted 


several racers in the 1957 Fastnet 
Race was still blowing as, on Aug. 15, 
we headed for the English Channel. 
We figured it was better to start in 
foul weather as a test of gear tnd 
stomachs rather than leave in good 
weather and have things come adrift 
when we were far at sea. It was well 
that we did! 


Those who have sailed the English 


Ctannel in pale force winds will ap- 
preciate what we encountered. Our 
stomachs were the first to quit; then 
the dink which was lashed to the 
forward deck came adrift, followed 
by the smashing of our auxiliary wa- 
ter tank. The damage to stores and 
equipment wa? so severe that we 
w-ere forced to swallow our pride and 
run bark to m a k e the necessary 
changes. On Aug. 1 9 we again set sail 


..FpLTl" DAYS. OUT we ran Into 


more heavy weather, force tight, "45 
miles p-r hour," winds from 'the we**, 


This was the hardest part of the trip 
as we had to get our sea legs and 
stomachs. From then on we were 
seahardened 
and ready 
for the 


toughest sailing. 


We made Vigo, on the West Coast 


of Spain, on Aug. 26. On Sept 2 we 
set sail for Lisbon, picked up the 
Portuguese trades and headed for the 
Tagus River where we dropped hook 
at Cassais. Here we found gaily dec- 
orated yachts from all over Europe 
gathering for the International Star, 
Snipe and Dragon championships We 
met Fred Schenck from Newport 
Beachi the U. S. national Snipe cham- 
pion. 


We left the Tagus in a light south- 


erly, w ith heavy rain. When the wind 
veered southwest we had a delightful 
sail to the Canary Islands. For days 
we didn't touch the sheets, and on 
Sept 26 we sighted the high peak of 
Teneriffe right on the button. We 


reached Las Palmas at 1700 on Sept. 
2<3. 


WE HAD TO HAVE a watchman 


w-hile there, as the natives would 
have stolen the masts off a vessel if 
it had been left unattended. On one 
vessel the anchor was stolen while 
the owner was on board! 


After three weeks, we laid course 


Oct. 18 for Barbados Island. 2.S70 
miles away in the West Indies. The 
trades were with us for only seven 
of our 30 days at sea. Birds followed 
us all the way across the Atlantic, 
so we were deprived of their special 
indication of a landfall. 


We were due to sight the island 


on Nov. 18. We kept a sharp lookout 
on the 17th and at 1430 Pettingill 
sighted land. Barbados is the eastern- 
most island in the group and there is 
no doubting its 1,000 foot peak.

College Salmon Go Farther, Too 


it is slill not clear 


that most human beings 


benefit by a college educa- 
tion, it is now a dramatic 
fact that most salmon do. 


A salmon who is a college 


man is more likely to succeed 
than a non-college salmon. 
He is smarter, healthier, ma-

tures faster, travels widely 
but finds his way home more 
often and has a better chance 
of marrying and having chil- 
dren. 


Despite their sophistication. 
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the divorce rate among col- 
lege-bred salmon is no higher 
than among r.on college sal- 
mon. 


At the University of Wash- 


ington in Seattle scientists 
breed a superior type salmon. 
They are released from the 
university ponds as babies. 
They travel way out to sea, 
some as far as central Alaska, 
turn around, and after as 
much as a 4.000-mile round 
trip, after as long as four 
years, they return home — 
through a one-foot door. 


ONCE BACK on the old 


campus, they have a big re- 
union. They come back single 
but before long—you know 
those wild college reunions— 
they're having a big time 
marrying and having children 
—with the help of the faculty. 


Not all return. In fact, most 


don't But the point is that 
30 times as many college-bred 
salmon return home to spawn 
as do non-college salmon. 


This is an important fact to 


a s t a t e like Washington. 
where fishing ranks as the 
third most important indus- 
try. The more salmon that 
spawn, the more to catch. 
But with the way mankind 
has changed the salmon's en- 
vironment, the salmon row- 
needs help. 


A salmon, as every school- 


boy in Washington kr.o\vs, 
will try his darndest after a 
long sea voyage to return to 
his precise birthplace. No- 
body knows why but he does. 
It was difficult enough before 
the 
white man began to 


change the scenery around 
here. It is even more diffi- 
cult now. 


RETL'RMXG HOME, a sal- 


mon has to swim long ar.d 
hard. He has to dodge sharks 
and fishermen anj boats and 
waste materials that could 
kill him and log jams and 
power plants, and dams, if he 
can get around them. Then 
he struggles up rapids, over 
rocky beds, into tiny streams 
and finally into his original 
maternity ward. 


The University of Wash- 


ington has set up an artifi- 
cial spawning ground where 
the salmon is sure of a good 
diet. This spawning area is 
closer to the ocean. Thus, the 
salmon faces fewer obstacles 
on his return. 


He still does a lot of trav- 


eling. Many have gone out 
2,000 miles—you can tell a 
University of Washington sal- 
mon anywhere by his clipped 
fin. Returning from the Pa- 
cific, he swims through Puget 
Sound, through the govern- 
ment locks of a canal, through 
Lake Union, where he finally 
turns left to the university. 


THERE HE JUMPS L'P a 


fish ladder with running wa- 
ter. 
The laddfr has tight 


steps. Each is one foot high, 
each has a one-foot wide 
opening. Thus, in a series 
of eight leaps, the salmon 
jumps a total of eight feet 
Retting up to the university 
tanks.

of the returnees are cross- 
bred to produce a sturdier, 
healthier salmon. Then their 
babies are sent off on an- 
other cycle. 


Normally, only about 1/10 


of 1 per cent of naturally bred 
salmon return to their spawn- 
ing grounds. Dr. Lauren R. 
Donaldson, \vho heads the 
university fish program, re- 
ports that he has been get- 
ting as much as a 3 per cent 
return in recent years. 


$ijce he began his- work 


in 191S, he has released about 
l</2 million salmon and had 
a total of about 3.000 return. 
That may not sound like 
much, but when you consider 


that each female salmon can 
lay 4.000 eggs, you can easily 
see that Dr. Donaldson is up 
to his esophagus in salmon. 
He has hundreds of thousands 
around. This spring alone, he 
will release some 300.000 fin- 
gerlings or baby salmon for 
an ocean trip. 


WHAT'S -MORE important, 


the special breed of Chinook 
salmon created by Dr. Don- 
aldson m a t u r e s relatively 
quickly. Instead of returning 
in four years, many return 
in three. AnJ the 3-year-olds 
are at least as big and many 
are bigger than normally bred 
•4-year-olds.

"This doesn't mean that 


the older parachutes are no 
good,- eapUins F. A. Robin- 
ton, chief development en- 
gineer for the facility. 


-What 
happens is that 


space in the cockpits of to- 
day's airplanes is so restrict- 
ed, so much at a premium, 
that frequently a parachute 
has to be especially designed 
to fit in with it." 


ONE SUCH example was 


the integrated parachute har- 
ness developed in 1953 for 
pilots who wouM fly the 
Douglas A4D Skyhawk. This 
harness is built into the pi- 
lot's flight suit When the 
pilot enters ths cockpit -ind 
takes his seat, all he has to 
do is snap on his parachute 
back. 


Ever}' parachute under de- 


velopment is subjected to a 
gruelling series of tests of its 
construction and design. 
Then it is dropped with a 
dummy. 


Only after this is it turned 


over to the test jumpers. 


The. 'chute then gets a 


minimum of 500 live jumps," 
says Robinfon. "And if sorr.e- 
thir.g goes 
wror-g 
on the 


500th jump, we start all over 
again. 


When a parachute is ready 


for its first live jump, there's 
fierce rivalry among the test 
jumpers for 
the 
honor of 


making the jump. 


The issue usually is settled 


by a high<ard cut. 


Since the work is rated 


hazardous, the test jumpers 
draw extra pay—$55 a month 
for enlisted men and $110 for 
officers. 


EACH JUMPER designs his 


own jump suit—using bright 
swatches of cloth to make 
him readily identifiable by 
ground observers. 


In addition to actual test- 


ing of parachutes, the jump- 
ers also test olher items of 
equipment such as helmets, 
pressure suits and survival 
gear to see how they affect 
the properties of the 'chute's 
opening and descent 


-You can design and de- 


velop the greatest parachute 
in the world," says Robintcn. 
"But it won't do anybody any 
good if, say, the pressure suit 
won't let him move his arm 
to pull the ripcord." 


"Even in the space age,

» MIDST world famous ca- 


mellias, azaleas and rare 


plants of Descanso Gardens 
'n La Canada, there stands an 
ancient oak tret, "The O!d 
Verdugo."* 


Although the tree has not 


been proclaimed as a his- 
torical tendmark. it is revered 
as the oldest tree within the 
gardens and as a reminder 
of bygone days. Of days 
when the northern part of 


Rancho La Canada was de- 
scribed in an ancient writing 
by a descendant of Jose Maria 
Verdugo as a beautiful wood- 
ed area "abounding in game 
pleasing to the hunter." 


Until 1SS.1. this area was 


covered sparsely with oaks of 
the same age as Ihe Old Ver- 
djgo. In the fall of 1S&X a 
fire swept through the San 
Rafael Hills burning for sev- 
eral weeks unchecked.

Goaded into action 
byvhis dispair over a nation 
en».»sed in civil war. fie took 
pen in hand one dreary No- 
vember day in 1661, and ad- 
dressed a letter to the secre- 
tary of the Treasurj- 


"One fact touching our cur- 


rency has hitherto been seri- 
ously overlooked." he wrote, 
"I mean the recognition of 
the Almighty God in some 
form in our coins. What if 
our rer>ub!ic were now shat- 
tered beyond reconstruction? 
Would not the antiquaries of 
succeeding centuries rightly 
reason from our past that we 
were a heathen nation?" 


PROPOSING A .MOTTO on 


the theme of God. liberty and 
law, he concluded, "From my 
heart I have felt our national 
ihame in disowning God as 
not the least of our present 
national disasters." 


Salmon P. Chase, secretary 


of the Treasury under Presi- 
dent Lincoln, was a man of 
action. Rccojjni/ing the merit 
in the Rev. Mr. Watkinson's 
letter, he sent a note within 
a week to the director of the 
mint in Philadelphia, which 
read: 


"The trust of our people in 


God" should be declared on 
our national coins.

HOXVEVER. before leaving 


the pueblo, they went to the 
home of a Frenchman and 
robbed him of money, jewel- 
ry and a fine gold -watch- 


Soon afterward, bandits at- 


tacked again. This time in the 
Spanish quarter, or Sonora 
Town. They robbed stores and 
carried off several Mexican 
senoritas. 
On that evening, 


the Rangers were out pursu- 
ing a man who had murdered 


a cattle buyer named Porter. 
While the Rangers were thus 
engaged elsewhere, the bandit: 
Senati came boldly into town 
and capped his raid by mur- 
dering Irish Jack Whaling, the 
town marshal. After wiping 
off his knife—the m u r d e r 


: weapon—and cursing the peo- 
ple. Senati 
rode off to his 


hideout. 


About two months after the 


marshal'i death, excitement 
was stirred to fever heat as 
the news spread of a ghastly 
happening at the jail yard. 
Many hurried there and found 
an Indian boy with a cart on 
which were piled five bodies, 
one of them that of Senati. 


SOON AFTERWARD An- 


tonicio Moreno rode up. He

the best blood of Sonora in 
his veins. Some time before. 
after failing in business in the 
pueblo, Moreno had diup- 
peared. He was well liked anj ~ 
everyone wondered where he 
had gone. 


He quickly and glibly ex- 


plained that he had been hfU 
captive by some bandits, who 
threatened to kill him if he 
didn't get a large ransom sum 
for them. Moreno declared 
that Marietta's former lieu- 
tenant. Vulvia, with Senati as 
his aid, had taken over the 
leadership of the band. As a 
prisoner. Moreno had watched 
for the chance to kill Senati 
and bring in Senati's head as 
evidence of his death. 


In a desperate struggle with 


Senati and two guards, Mo- 
reno had lulled all three, he 
said. When Vulvia and an at- 
tendant arrived unexpectedly 
on the scene he had to kill 
them, too, he claimed. The 
killings took place in a canyon 
back of Brea Rancho, east of 
L!OS Angeles.

However, about a week later, 
they received a rude surprise, 
precipitated by the hero of 
the day, 
Moreno, 
who ap- 


peared at the store of Charles 
Ducommun and tried to pawn 
a gold watch. Ducommun at 
once recognized the timepiece 
as having been stolen from 
the Frenchman in the bandit 
raid. 


DUCOMMUN- TOLD More- 


no to wait vihile he stepped 
into a back room to get the 
money. Instead he slipped out 
the back way and called for 
help. At once Capt. Hope and 
several Rangers appeared. Mo- 
reno tried to shoot his way to 
freedom but was overpowered 
and taken to jail. 


Moreno confessed that aft- 


er his business failure he be- 
came desperate. He became 
the leader of a gang of des- 
peradoes, with Senati and 
Vulvia as his aids. Since he 
wanted all the $1.500 reward 
for himself, he treacherously 
murdered Senati, and killed 
Vulvia. too. Three pickets 
heard the shots, came running 
to the scene, 
and 
Moreno 


soon disposed of them. He 
forced the Indian to take the 
bodies to the jail yard. 


Moreno apparently thought 


he'd planned the p e r f e c t 
crime, but he was caught by 
his own greed, when he tried 
to get money for the stolen 
watch. Its was sentenced to 
H years in prison, but after 
serving four, was pardoned 
and returned to Mexico Later, 
bold as ever, he was back in 
las Angeles. Again he was 
sent to prison, but, in IS67, 
was pardoned for the second 
time.

became of Moreno, but lh« 
general supposition (was that 
he, no d.»;jT/t''<Jit-J'v;l(h 5J!

WE SAILED from Saint 


Lucia on Jan. 30 bound for 
Colon, the Atlantic gate to 
the Panama Canal. This was 
the worst part of the whole 
voyage. 
After several days 


we encountered 'a r a g i n g 
storm, or rather it caught up 
with us. We did five knots 
under bare poles for 72 


hours. The wind was dead 
aft. Time after time our stern 
was driven completely under 
and tons of green

crashed down on the deck.

saying that it take* no 


little doing, in these diys of 
inflation, to satisfy family 
wants and at the same time

rium. Prices of necessities 
have continued to rise, seem- 
ingly more rapidly than sal- 
aries. Moreover, luxury items 
and near-luxury items which 
a great many people class as 
necessities confront us on 
every hand, luring us to part 
with our hard<arned dollars. 


The best course to follow 


to keep out of troubled finan- 
cial waters, of course, is to 
become shrewder and better 
informed consumers. And one 
of the best guides along this 
line that has been published 
in a long, long time is "KIP- 
LINGER'S FAMILY BUYING 
GUIDE: HOW TO LIVE BET- 
TER ON YOUR INCOME' 
(Prentice - Hall. $195). Pre- 
pared by the editors of the 
Kiplinger magazine. Chang- 
ing Times, it offers advice on 
almost everything the aver- 
age family buys. It examines, 
too. a variety of promotion 
gimmicks, such as bait adver- 
tising, that take an unfair bite 
from the consumer's pocket- 
book. 


Eight areas of expenditure 


are examined: everyday shop- 
ping, houses, cars, credit, the 
hiring of an expert (such as 
a carpenter or a lawyer), 
health, fun and education, 


Take the first — everyday 


shopping: Only three out of 
every 10 purchases are firmly 
decided upon before the 
shopper gets to the store. Two 
out of three shoppers never 
bother to write down even a 
partial shopping list. Know- 
ing these trends, manufac- 
turers and packagers appeal 
to "impulse" buyers with al- 
most ever>' conceivable ap- 
proach. Impulse buyers are 
constantly in trouble, budget 
wise. The best way to get 
around it all is to set up a 
shopping budget, stick to it, 
and always make a list before 
you go shopping. And leave 
the kids at home when you 
shop. Advertisers say that 
they are great expediters of 
shopping impulses, especially 
in this TV age. 


Those who f o l l o w the

ANTIQUES! 
From a Royal Court

rf'UP and saucer of Dresden 


china (see photo) once 


were part of a court set of 
exquisite porcelain belonging 
{o Marie A n t o i n e t t e of 
France. They reflect the 
queen's love of the graces and 
the niceties of life, for they 
are lavishly decorated and 
heavily encrusted with gold. 
Her royal monogram, consist- 
ing of a pink garland form- 
ing the letter "M™ and a blue 
one forming the letter "A," is 
engraved on the cup. The re- 
maining design is done in 
gold, and is copied after a 
Chinese pattern of the period. 
The cup and saucer are 
owned by Mrs. Arthur F. Bon- 
zer Sr_, of 3715 Gardenia 
Ave, who obtained them 
some years ago from the Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst collec- 
tion in New York City. 


European tableware was 


rot always of such beautiful 
material and design. Pewter, 
earthenware, and sometimes 
silver were the most com- 
monly used substances. About 
1650, however, the new bev- 
erages called coffee, tea, and 
chocolate seemed to demand 
something more refined from 
which to sip and drink. The 
people of Europe were al- 
ready fascinated and delight- 
ed by the wondrous transla- 
eer.t quality of Oriental china. 
Fashion now seemed to dic- 
tate the use of the dainty por- 
celain cups to contain their 
beverages.

aJTy working at this task. Jo- 
hir-n Friedrich Bottger, al- 
chemist to Augustus II, king 
of Saxony, had vainly tried to 
please his patron, the king. 
by converting baser metals 
into gold; now his very life 
was in danger because of his 
failure. But a fellow chemist 
suggested - to the king that, 
since faience (a kind of pot- 
' lery) factories were prosper- 
ing in Germany, why should 
there not be one in Saiony? 


The king r e l e a s e d the 


chemists from their promise 
to make gold from iron, and 
permitted them to experiment 
with earths and clays. Bott- 
ger soon produced a red 
stoneware (Bottger ware) that 
was so hard it could be buffed 
to a high polish. This pleased 
Ihe king — especially as it 
could be sold at a profit to 
him. But Bottper still puzzled 
over a method to produce the 
coveted white porcelain. 


AT LAST, in 
1709, he 


showed the king a few pieces 
of what was true ur.glazed 
porcelain. 
He subsequently 


produced a glaze, and that 
year of 1709 is generally acr 
ceptt-d to be the beginning of 
hard - paste porcelain manu- 
facture in Europe. In January 
1710, 
Ihe Meissen (Dresden) 


porcelain factory was estab- 
lished by royal decree. With 
the discovery of koalin, the 
china clay of the Chinese, io 
various parts of Europe, the 
hard paste porcelain industry 
was well launched in Ger- 
many. Other countries soon 
followed by setting up their

plastic mockup of a Pratt &

controls are operated by the 
pilot, the engine turns its 
rotor, revs up, and indicates 
fuel flow and firing by means 
of changing colors in the iuel 
lines and combustion cham- 
ber. 


To the rear of the pilot- 


trainee stands the simulator 
instructor, watching his every 
move and feeding response 
patterns and problems into 
.the simulator through his 
c o n t r o l panel. With 30 
switches and dial controls at 
his command, the instructor 
can duplicate every 
flight 


condition imaginable.

teur comes up with a front 
page picture while seasoned 
pros on the scene draw a 
blank. 


The photographer is Andy 


Kerekes. a Hungarian who 
came to this country about 
two years ago, loves photog- 
raphy and had worked as an 
assistant in a photo studio in 
his home country. Because he 
was anxious to learn Amer- 
ican photographic methods 
»r.d the English language, he 
took an office boy's job at 
the Associated Press. He has 
since a d v a n c e d 
several 


notches and saved enough to 
buy a Minolta 214x2',', reflex 
camera and set up a home 
darkroom including an en- 
larger. 


A.VDVS PHOTO beat was 


possible because (1) he was 
at the right place at the right 
time, (2) his camera was pre- 
pared in advance for instant 
shooting, and (3) when the 
emergency occurred, he re- 
mained calm enough to aim 
his camera at the .scene be- 
fore him and press the but- 
ton. 


Most of the photographers 


present that night were not 
in the advantageous position 
that Andy had. His seat hap- 


pened to overlook, the route 
of the escaping lion. Other 
cameramen in the arena it- 
self were in a dangerous po- 
sition and made the wise 
choice of fleeing when the 
lion appeared. 


LUCK, THEREFORE, is * 


decisive element of being in 
the right place at the right 
time. But luck itself is cot 
enough if photograhers are 
not 
prepared 
for 
instant 


shooting. Andy had not only 
brought his camera but had 
estimated his exposure and 
focus for any possible pic- 
tures from where he sat. 


He had Verichrome Pan 


film (ASA 80) and planned to 
1 shoot with the circus spot- 


lights to get the atmosphere. 
He set his camera at I/25th 
of a second (the slowest 
hand-held speed possible) and 
opened the lens as far as it 
could go, to f/35. He focused 
on the cage in the arena, 25 
feet away.

PET PARADE 
Why a Dog Show? 


By Eleanor Avery Price 


• JREEDIN'G and comparing 


dogs goes back to the 


gray dawn of the historic 
morning, and down through 
the ages the sport has sur- 
vived the rise and fall of 
many dynasties and empires. 


It was not until June 23 


and 29. 1S59. however, that a 
dog show was recorded. It 
was held in the Town Hall 
at Newcastleon-Tyne. Eng- 
land, in conjunction with a 
poultry show. Sixty dogs 
were entered, but there were 
only two breeds, pointers and 
setters, possibly because only 
the sporting gentry were in- 
terested in putting on t pub- 
lic exhibition. Even then the 
dogs were carefully chained 
and separated from spectators 
by strong barriers. 


IN THE U. S, the sport 


had its beginning in the 1870s, 


with the first benched show 
being held in Hempstead. 
Long Island, in 1874. There 
was no authoritive pedigree 
stud book, and many dogs 
entered were not purebreds. 
Chicanery among exhibitors 
and dishonesty on the part of 
the judges were common for 
the following 10 years of dog 
showing. 


la 1834, 10 sportsmen met 


in Philadelphia to discuss the 
idea of an association serv- 
ing to elevate the standards 
of dog breeding, to coordinate 
dog showing, and to central- 
ize the dog game under one 
leadership. These men called 
themselves the N a t i o n a l 
Bench Show, which wa» soon 
renamed the American Ken- 
nel Club, and the non profit 
club was incorporated in 1903. 


Today, no dog show of any

If some haven't 
re- 


sponded to care by now. they 
are probably too old and 
weak. You'd be v--ise if you 
visited your local nursery, se- 
lected varieties you like, and 
replanted nursery, selected 
varieties you like, and re- 
planted with new roses that 
will look as if they've been 
growing right along in your 
garden- 


Feeding rcses at least once 


a month encourages them to 
grow and bloom their best 
throughout the summer. An 
all purpose plant food will do. 
A specially formulated rose 
food is better. A rose food 
contains e x t r a phosphoric 
acid which encourages flower 
development. An addition of 
zinc, iron, and sulphur pro- 
vides extra trace rr:nierals es- 
sential for healthy plants.

their best in warm weather. 
A poor, arid soil suits this 
subject to perfection. These 
plants produce relatively rare 
colors, many not being avail- 
able in any other comparable 
plant. Gaillardias are noted 
for their rich tones of red, 
brown, crimson and gold. 


Annual phloi is another 


that likes warm weather, 
seeds germinating best when 
the soil and weather warm 
up. The blooms are produced 
in great profusion in tones of 
pink, scarlet, chrome and 
lilac. 


The fleur-de-lis or common 


garden iris is another worth- 
while flowering plant that 
does cot make great demands 
MI the care taker for rich 


' diets. Once started the plants 


seem to get along very well 
by themselves. Iris must have 
a sunny location and a soil 
somewhat on the lighter side. 
Many new varieties are in- 
troduced each year and, while 
these cost slightly more, their 
improved flowers are worth 
the difference^ The lavender 
shades of iris are among the 
most beautiful to be found in 
the plant world. 


C O R E OPSIS PERFORMS 


well on poor soils and is one 
of the few perennials that 
flowers the first year from 
seed. 


Gazanias also go a long 


way with little food. The 
plants are low growing and 
naturally love the sun, being 
natives of Africa.

By using these standard refimshing and leather re- 
newing materials (stain, lacquer, saddle soap, etc.) and pro- 
fessional techniques, you can quickly make all of your golfing 
equipment sparkle like new again. 


(2) DULL, CHIPPED, anl 


cracked finish oa woods can 
make near-new clubs look 
old—often after year's use. 
To cut away o!d finish for 
*^iew wood" start, team paint 
remover with fine steel wool. 
Apply it liberally; you may 
need two coats. Buff inserts 
and sole plate—start with 
fairly coarse steel wool anj 
work to fine, or use fine-grit
